LONDON, Nov. 16. — "The 
-word 


'ultimatum' is hardly the right word to 
use as applied to the British cabinet's 
message to Ulster. 
It would be bet- 


ter to describe the cabinet's message 
like the reprimand of an angry school 
master to a refractory pupil demand- 
Ing instant 
improvement," 
it was 


stated at Downing Street today by a 
high official to the International News 
Service. 


The statement was made when infor- 


mation was asked concerning the note 
the British cabinet sent Ulster, de- 
manding that the Ulster representa- 
tives accept Lloyd George's proposals 
lor an Irish settlement without import- 
ant changes. 


"Premier James Craig 
of 
Ulster 


dare not publish the British cabinet's 
message for fear of an imrned>ate out- 
break in Ulster," a member of the 
British cabinet said. 
"Matters have 


reached an absolute deadlock. 
Ulster 


is ready to consider a time limit for 
establishment on trial dominion rule 
in southern Ireland, or to have two do- 
minion governments, one being in Ul- 
ster 
functioning concurrently. But 


Ulster wont agree to an 
'all-Ireland 


parliament' for the present. 


"On the other hand the Sinn Fein- 


ei s insist on an 
all-Ireland 
paYlla- 


ment, as the first' step in any pre- 
liminary settlement," the member cori- 
tinued 


''The passions of both sides are In- 


flaming the situation and the shooting 
of Coik's chi°f alderman by a sentry 
can only add fuel to the flames."

comes worse daily and prospects of 
an armed collision are becoming more 
acute daily. There is no use in min- 
imizing the gravity of the position. 


"The Unionist party meeting at Liv-

Ulster 
does not care what the British Tories 
think. The only possible result or 
the meeting may be the undermining 
of the Lloyd George government."

At Saloniki, the allied base, thit- 


French firm was highly patriotic and 
did an enormous business catering- to 
the French and allied soldiers quar- 
tered there making net profits in 101G 
of 1.100.000 francs out of its Saloniki 
bujiinohs alone. 


Nevertheless Leon Orosdi, the head 


of the firm, wrote the Saloniki man- 
asor that profits of 33 1-2 per cent 
would not do and that prices must bo 
screwed up until 100 per cent wnull 
be realized. Orosdi's letter, which is 
reproduced in Delaisi's article, closed 
\\ith the remark that the French sol- 
diorp were paid enough by the govern- 
ment to make a Rood profit out of 
them and that they could not take any 
money with them into the next world 
anyhow. 


Prices were raised so hlsh that 


General Sarrail, In command of the 
Balkan sector, ordered the firm to 
close its business because 
of 
con- 


scienceless profiteering. 
That was 


in .Tune. 1P17. In August the manager 
handed General Sarrail a document 
roqurstine reinstatement and stating 
that "amona: our stockholders nre the 
president of the republic and the min- 
ister of finance." Sarrail refused to 


budge. 


At the close of 1917, Clemenceau 


came to power in Paris. General Sar- 
rail was immediately displaced by 
General Guillaumat, a puppet of Clem- 
enceau's. In January, 191S, the biis- 
iness was allowed to reopen and on 
February 14, Clemenceau wrote a lot- 
'ter (also reproduced) to General Guil- 
laumat, asking that every facility for 
business be given to the firm.

The Real Issue

AIR weather still marks the course of the Disarmament Con- 


ference. 
That the skies are still unclouded would per- 


haps be an overstatement. The straight-arm jolt given imperial- 
ism by Secretary Hughes has left the armament makers of three 
continents groggy, but there are signs that they will be on their 
feet before the count of ten. 


The Japanese delegates smile suavely, but cautiously de- 


cla_re they must consult Tokio before giving final consent. 
The 


British representatives say they are willing to go even further 
than the Hughes proposal as regards surface ships, hut are 
dubious of immediate action as it will throw thousands of men 
out of work and they insist on still further defining the rights, 
size and number of undersea craft. 
* 


The suggestion instantly comes to mind in reference to the 


first British objection that if a naval holiday be a good thing in 
itself, as the British profess to believe, then would it not be 
better to quit naval construction at once and pension the jobless 
navy yard workers rather than continue them in a task which 
has already cost the world so much in misery and treasure?

too numerous and if a further restriction in size is to be insisted 
upon, why not bar the undersea craft entirely?. If the subma- 
rine is too horrible an instrument for use even in war, why per- 
mit their construction at all? If it is a legitimate weapon, then 
why place a limit upon the size or number? 


And -what matters il to civilian populations how they are ex- 
terminated, whether by the present slow and inexpressibly cruel 
process of starvation, pestilence and plague, or by poisonou, 
gases or equally deadly germsY

We have always attributed a large degree of hypocrisy to 


those who try to soften the barbarities of war. If it is right to 
kill men and to summon .them in unrestricted numbers to be! 
killed, what matters it how death is administered? In the casej 
of England and the submarine is it not true that England, con-! 
trolling the maritime trade of the world, stands to lose more by. 
submarine activities'than any, perhaps all other nations, com-1 
bined ? And do we not see in this the real reason, rather than in ' 
any humanitarian motive, for British hostility to the subma- 
rines ? 


If conditions were reversed would not the British delegates 


be equally insistent that the submarine is a legitimate weapon 
and thatthei-e would be no more right to limit them in size than 
there would be to limit the size and number of cannon? 


If men are to be killed in war without the right of the ma- 
jority to determine whether or no there shall be war, then what 
difference is there as to the manner of their death? Is it more 
horrible to be killed by a poisonous gas than it is to be torn by 
shrapnel, mortally wounded and allowed to lie for hours, per- 
haps days, without medical aid? Would not the average per- 
son prefer the quicker death by, poison ? 


The next war is to be waged by gases and bacilli. Typhus, 


tubercular and many other deadly germs will be liberated in 
the next war, not alone upon armed men, but upon civilian popu- 
lations in wholesale quantities. And the nation that is farthest 
advanced in this mode of destruction will argue for its legality, 
•while those less advanced in the new forms of slaughter will 
piously appeal to the "world court of public opinion" to call 
down the wrath of heaven and men upon the "murderers." 


In the last war Germany incurred the ill w i l l of the outside 


world by the use of poison gases and the submarine. 
Hut in the 


end both sides made use of these new methods, just ao both sides 
in the next war will use any argument that suits them best to 
justify whatever new device for killing they may contrive. 
If 


war is to continue it must inevitably continue to grow in cruelty. 
If nations are to continue to settle their disputes by setting men 
upon each other to do murder, we cannot see the consistency in 
attempting to deiine the ways in which murder shall be com- 
mitted. 


Just now the world is deeply concerned about the fate of 


the starving millions in Russia. Yet not four years ago it was 
the aim of the same nations so to isolate Russia as to force her 
entire civilian population into starvation. 
Germany avowedly
